ternational court and the settlement
of Justiciable Questions. His preju-
dice against courts is well known."

There are further expressions In

the Taft letters showing how the for-

mer President regards the present
Kxecutivo's course with regard to
this matter. Mr. Taft may be some- -

whet sore over the misappropriation
and perversion of the property of the
league to Enforce Pence, but he does
no Injustice to President Wilson's
character and performances when he
-- ays to Chairman Hayh ;

"He selected a commission in which

the Republicans had no representa-

tion and la which there were no

prominent Americana of any real ex-

perience nnd leadership of public
opinion. With such a commission
his unusual course of going abroad
himself, as President, greatly empha-

sised the personal element in the
framing; of the treaty and intensified
the general tendency to oppose any-

thing he might bring home, because
BY his apparent wlbh to dictate the

A more accurute perception of mo
tive and a truer analysis of the
causes delaying the conclusion of
peace could scarcely be desired.

The difference Between l'retswent
WneoN's Interest In forcing the
Letigue covenant Into the treuty of
peace and Taft's Inter
est in the same project Is obvious to
all who understand the nature and
proellvltles of these two eminent
Americans.

s Mr. Taft candidly expresses It, "of
his wish to dictate the policy ot the
world and to monopolize the credit
for It."

the President's efforts liecause he
believes thnt if some sort of interna-
tional machinery can be started, no
matter how defective lu construction
or unsatisfactory' In operation, It may
develop hereafter Into an establish-
ment more closely resembling that
which he and his League U Enforce
Peace have so long had In hope of
heart.

It
would be most unfortunate If the
cautionary influence of Article X.

In view of these statements it Is a
little difficult to follow the line of
reasoning or Is It the line of the
pressure of emergency? by which
Mr. Taft renrhee the conclusion em-

bodied In the third of his six sugges
tions, thus reported In paraphrase :

"3. Functioning of the council un-

der Article X. shall be advisory only,

and not binding on the members,
each of whom shall he free to deter-
mine his own obligation, which In the
caae of the United States would bo
determined by Congress "

That knocks out eo utterly nnd
completely Article X. as n measure
of In the manner
originally proposed by President
Wilson that we? are lost In. wonder
how Mr. Taft can still regard It as
"one of the great steps forward pro-
vided In the I en l' ne for the securing
of general peace." If Mr. Taft now
views Article X.. as Is Intimated In
his first letter to Mr. Hays, In the
light of a merely "cautionary Influ-
ence" his well known sense of humor
must have informed him thnt all the
cautionary Influence surviving In the
article Is of the eort exhibited on a
Keep Off the Grass sign in n public
place where the perpetual nbscnec of
policetnen la notorious.

There Is a mystery about the pub-

lication of these documents which at
the present time of writing Is yet
unexplained. We had yesterday Mr.
Taft'h six suggestions only In the
form of paraphrase or outline, al-

though that was the part of the corre-
spondence where the exact text would
nnturally be expected. At the same
time we had the exact text of the flret
letter of commentary and exposition,
written last Sunday In (Juebec by Mr.
Taft and containing his extremely
frank observations on President Wil-
son's personality. As to the Hecond

letter from Quebec, addressed to "My
dear WrLt." and Intimating that It
would be unwise to bring the six sug-
gestions to the notice of Senator
Lodge or of the Senators "ranged In
general opposition to the ratification
of the treaty without reservations,"
It is scarcely conceivable that Mr.
Taft ever Intended that missive to
rnach the fyes of the public. Further
evidence of this may be found In the
fuct thnt In this same confidential
letter, written ns Intely as Inst Sun-
day, Mr. Taft suggests a future con-

ference between Mr. Hays and Mr.
Hili.es "in furtherance of our com-

mon object, which Is that of securing
a ratification of the treaty, a freeing
of the Republican party from the bur-

den of defeating the treaty nnd the
removal of Its issues from the next
lolltlcal campaign." He enn hardly
hnve believed thnt these Intimate sug-

gestions, penned on Sunday, would
appear In the following Thursday
morning's newspapers.

Whatever may be the explanation
of this singular Incident, we cannot
Imagine that Its effect will be any-

thing but heartening to "the Hepuh-Ilcan- s

Thoughts Upon Putting Away a
Sorely Tried I'mbrella.

It is human to treat the weather
unfairly by remembering Its caprices
mid nut lis pxneral iliiceney. Thus
upon creeping Into the sunshine which
at last succeeded the nine days of
rain the New Yorker Is likely to re-

mark thnt we have freak weather
every year now. He recalls the mid-
summer of 1017, with Its exhausting
humidity und high temperature, main-

tained for a fortnight ; the succeeding
winter, with a sweep of cold which
brought the mercury to 18 degrees
below on December 80, tied up river
traffic, froze the tenant In his theoreti-
cally steam heated apartment nnd
forced business people In their offices
to work with overcoats and gloves on;
the next summer, last year's, when
this town was Hades for nearly a
week ; Inst winter, with Its unseason-
able mildness ard now, following
upon the heels of a terrific blast of
heat, the long drum of rnln upon the
tingling nerves, like Chinese torture.

In nearly all of these outbreaks on
the part of the weather tbe official
forecaster has been prevented from
uttering his ancient remnrk that It
Is nothing new, for In heat und cold,
If not In precipitation, the last three
years have broken all the local records.
It Is necessary to go back twenty-tw- o

years, to 1807, to match the present
July for wetness. Before that, 1889

nnd 1872 were the only years on the
record when July skies wept so copi-

ously. By and large, July Is not a
bad month either In heat or rnln.
The mean teinirerature Is 74: the av-

erage rnlnfnl' 4.1(i Inches, or about
i half of the Quantity which recently
'splashed down upon the scowling
populace In nine consecutive nnd ex- -

asperating days. July anil August
are not dry months, but rather the
wettest pair In the twelve. They are.
however, freakish. In August, 1K7.Y

the precipitation was 10.43 Inches. In
July of 1U1U it tvut less tliau a quar
ter of an Inek tha dryest month

except September of 1914, on the offi-

cial hooks.
Between them July nnd August pro-

vide about one-fift- h of the 43.34 Inches
of rnln which New York catches In
the average year, nnd which Is nbout
the average precipitation In the North.
Think of southwestern Assam, where
the average la 458 Inches and where
in 1H01 the rainfall was 003 Inches,
or 75 feet. We thought ourserves
miserable recently, but consider those
towns of the tropics where all the
rain comes In the summer and all Is
damp misery for weeks. As for the
wetness or dryness of the coming
August, let us be as consoling ns we
can. In 1880. when July was sop-
ping, August was dryer than normal,
and this was true again In 1807.

In the second year of the war. In

months when showers seemed un-

reasonably frequent, u populur Im-

pression prevailed that tha cannon-
ading in Europe must have had some-
thing to do with the weeping of the
skies. The weather sharps vainly as-

sured their clients that this was not
so ; could not be so. Ixsiklng back-

ward over the precipitation figures
for the years of the war It Is evident
thnt the weather men were right. The
rainfall In each year was below the
average of the last fifty years. Mars
does not affect the work of J. Pluvlus.

Passing of Black Fare Minstrelsy.

fornia of Ueobgf. Primbosf., who dur-
ing hie more than fifty years on the
American stage was considered ono of
tho most successful of the "black
face" minstrels. 1'aisinosE was per-hap- s

the last survivor of the old style
song and dance man. He wns a fa-

vorite with New York mlnetrel going
oudlences more than n qnnrtcr of a
century ago, when black face enter-

tainments were at the height of Uielr
popularity, and through his yearly
fours of the larger cities of the coun-
try he won much the same favor
throughout the United States.

But the peculiar form of entertain-
ment in which Pbimrohe excelled had
had Its day years Itefore his denth.
There is now In existence not a sin-

gle big combination of black fRce

artists such as made up the old time
minstrel show. The wonderful drops
for the opening act, the high silk hats
and long drab overcoats for the "un-

paralleled dally street processions,"
the banjos, hones and tambourines of
the end men went Into storage years
ngo. The entertainers, the sweet
voiced tenors, the negro comedians,
nnd the buck nnd wing and the Jig
dancers hnve largely become desert
ers to the vaudeville stage. Primrose
was one of the last to give up. but.
he spent several years either ns an
Individual entertainer or as the di-

rector of a dancing team before his
retirement from the stage.

Minstrelsy has done its full share
In making the world forget Its cares
and troubles; It enlisted In Its ser-

vice at some time in their iwreer
nianv men who afterward liecnme
America's foremost comedians. So
distinguished nn actor as JOSEPH Jkk- -

ff.rhon wus not averse to expressing
Indebtedness to hie early "burnt cork
days" ns training for the success he
later attained.

Vaudeville hus been the greatest
gainer by the decuy of black min
strelsy, hut there are still old timers
who will question if the modern the
atregoers have been wholly benefited
by the change.

Falling Off Due to Lack of
Summer Demand.

PREDICTS HIGHER TRICES

House Rules Committee Is In-

formed That Situation
Really Ts Serious.

Special nsipatrh to Tsa Sc..
Washikoton, July 24 The coal pro-

duction of the country Is falling nearly
144,000,000 tons ahort of meeting the
demand for this year. George II. fuelli-

ng, managing director of the American
Wholesale Coal Association, told the
HnuFe Rules Committee

"We are In a race against a coal

shortage and have only two months In

which to win," he said. "We must
move coal now or It will not move at all.

From now until the crops begin to move

In large quantities we can make up part
of the shortage If the demand Is In-

creased. After the railroads begin to

move crops, then when we need coal the
most the llnea will be least uble to
carry It"

Mr. dishing, at the request of Chair-
man Campbell (Kan), placed in the
record the following figures us to pro-

duction and probable shortage unless de-

mand increases:
"Indicated ultimate demand for bi-

tuminous coal during coal year 1919,
537,500.000 tons; Indicated production,
387.468.000 tons. Shortage, 140,032,000
tona

"Indicated ultimate demand for an-

thracite coal year 1919, 95.000,000 tons;
indicated production 1919. 91,422.000.
Shortage, S,B78,00O tons."

Mr. Cushlng declared that the pres-
ent Hhortuge of both hard and soft coal
Is due to the lack of production caused
by the lack of demand. He strongly
urged stimulated buying now to prevent
a morn serious Bttuatlon than faced the
country in the winter of 1917 and 191K.

Members of the committee said the
short production wan due to the pre-

vailing high prices, but Cushlng said
the high prices were necessary because
of high wages.

"There is no chance of prices being
reduced, and with a shotrnge almost cer-

tain next winter Indications are they
will go higher," Mr. Cushlng said.

'There will be a heavy demand for
coal from Kurope for months to come,
and this will materially drain production
In this country and divert it from home
consumption. Legislation looking to
Government control would be futile to
meet the present situation, and stimula-
tion of production by a demand for coal
was the remedy. From the time of his
sppolntmont as Fuel Administrator and
until May, 1918. Dr Garfield openly
esiMUakad the theory that coal production
cou 4 ixt possibly be increased, ftinoe
no rraoro coal could he produced his the-
ory was that the burden of the Inevitable
shortage should bo equitably distributed
and further that prices should be so
fixed as to reverse the natural economic
law where the demand exceeds tho sup-
ply.

"Lute in the spring of 1 91 S Dr. Gar-
field began to stimulate production
while still adhering to restrictions as
hie main reliance by advocating that the
people store coal In the spring and sum-
mer months while it could he moved."
